GYMNASTIC   DISPLAY   AND    GYM.    VIII.    COMPETITION 

On  W'ednesda}'  evenin"-.  29th  March,  the  v^chool  liehl  tlieir  Annual 
Gymnastic  I)is])lay  in  the  (ivmnasitim. 

The  first  item  on  the  evening's  entertainment  was  a  display  of 
physical  drill  hy  25  boys,  under  the  command  of  C.S.M.  Pollard.  The 
bo_\s.  in  the  execution  of  their  combined  exercises,  did  not  belie  their 
smart  a])pearance,  and  shcnved  themselves  a])t  pupils  of  whole-hearted 
instruction. 

The  team  was  then  placed  under  the  instruction  of  Hodson,  Owston, 
Pollard  ii.  Villa,  Wolfe-]\Ierton,  Macdonald,  Pate,  Merritt  and  Cotton 
in  turn,  who  exercised  the  team  in  the  contest  for  points.  Each  showed 
himself  conversant  with  the  work,  but  all,  with  the  exception  of  Pollard 
i  and  Hodson,  showed  some  nervousness  on  being  left  alone  with  the 
team. 

The  next  item  was  a  display  on  the  "horse"  by  the  twelve  striving 
to  settle  the  personnel  of  the  Gym.  \'II1.,  among  whom  Pollard  i,  Hod- 
son, Owston  and  Pollard  ii  were  prominent  by  the  neatness  of  their 
efiforts.  Next  followed  a  few  exercises  by  the  competing  twelve  on  the 
l)arallels.  when  Hodson  and  Pollard  i  amazed  by  the  daring,  difficult 
and  finished  cpiality  of  their  feats,  while  Owston  and  Pollard  ii  are  to 
be  comjiliniented  on  their  neatness. 

On  the  horizontal  bar  the  team,  as  a  whole,  showed  themselves  no 
less  clever  and  no  less  daring  in  their  exercises,  Hodson  again  astound- 
ing with  his  skilful  strength.  Up  till  now  the  display  never  flagged  in 
interest,  which  was  fully  maintained  throughout  the  club  and  sword- 
swinging  exercises,  Hodson  again  leading  his  team  with  marked  skill. 

The  President,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  display,  with  regard  to  the 
standard  of  ability  shown,  voiced  the  sentiment  that  the  display  com- 
pared very  favcturabh'  with  that  ai  former  years.  Air.  P>arnacle  then 
thanked  those  who  had  interested  themselves  in  the  boys'  physical 
training,  and  especiall}'  Col.  Goodday,  who  had  so  kindly  judged  the 
contest.  Before  sitting  down,  he  personally  congratulated  Hodson  on 
being  judged  Gymnastic  Champion  for  season   1922-23. 

General  Clark,  on  being  presented  to  those  present  1)}'  the  President, 
made  a  few  remarks,  in  which  he  emphasized  the  impcjrtance  of  physical 
training  among  boys,  and  congratulatd  the  team  on  their  efficiency  in 
that  sphere,  which  in  the  future  would  always  stand  them  in  good  stead, 
not  only  in  triumphing  over  physical  hardships  Init,  b}'  \'irtue  of  the 
"mens  sana  in  corpore  sano,"  would  also  serve  as  the  Inittress  to  moral 
triumphs.

Lieut. -Col.  (loodday  and  Mr.  Ogle  acted  as  judges  in  both  the 
preliminaries  and  the  finals,  while  S.-AI.  Watson  refereed  the  former.

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THE   NEW   PRESIDENT 

Dr.  A.  O.  Xlacrae.  Principal  of  Western  Canada  College,  has  been 
chosen  by  the  Directors  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation, 
owing  to  ill-health,  uf  Mr.  J.  C.  Barnacle,  the  present  President. 

The  newly-a])pointed  Head  comes  of  a  scholastic  stock  in  Scotland. 
For  several  generations  his  family  have  been  professional  people  with 
the  true  passion  for  education.  Some  of  them  have  been  clergymen, 
some  doctors,  some  lawyers,  and  some  have  distinguished  themselves 
as  officers  in  Britain's  regular  army. 

His  Educational  Career 

Following  the  tradition  of  his  people.  Dr.  Alacrae  pursued  a  long 
and  varied  course  in  education.  After  graduating  in  Arts  with  honours, 
he  did  some  teaching  and  then  took  some  post-graduate  work  in  Edin- 
burgh University,  where  his  father  had  studied   in  his  youth. 

Following  that  he  studied  in  the  Universities  of  Leipsic  and  Jena, 
and  at  the  Sorbonne  or  University  of  Paris.  After  taking  his  Doctor's 
Degree,  he  returned  to  Canada  and  spent  some  time  in  Quebec  City, 
where  his  father  was  Principal  of  Morrin  College. 

Later  he  came  West  to  British  Columbia.  He  lived  in  the  Upper 
Country  when  he  first  came  to  the  West,  and  for  nearly  twenty  years 
he  has  been  coming  almost  every  summer  to  spend  his  holidays,  chiefly 
in  and  around  A'ictoria.  about  which  he  is  very  enthusiastic. 

His  Work  at  Calgary 

Being  invited  to  found  a  Boys'  College,  he  succeeded  in  starting 
the  well-known  Western  Canada  College,  now  in  its  twentieth  year,  an 
institution  which  has  been  affiliated  with  Toronto  University  for  up- 
wards of  fifteen  years. 

Western  Canada  College  was  founded  by  Dr.  Macrae  on  the  lines 
of  Upper  Canada  College.  Toronto,  which,  as  is  well  known,  combines 
the  best  of  English  and  Canadian  methods  and  traditions  for  boys' 
residential   schools. 

Nearly  four  hundred  of  the  Old  Boys  of  Western  Canada  College 
served  in  the  Great  War.  and  upwards  of  forty  made  the  supreme 
sacrifice. 

During  the  period  of  his  Principalship,  the  College  has  made  an 
enviable  reputation  for  work  from  the  boy  and  character  in  the  boy. 
When  the  University  of  Alberta  began,  the  first  scholarship  oiTered  to 
the  Province  was  won  by  a  Western  Canada  College  boy,  now  a  Master 
at  the  College.  The  College  boys  have  won  scholarships  and  honours  in 
various  Universities,  including  McGill.  Toronto  and  Alberta. 

The  Sword  of  Honour,  the  highest  mark  of  distinction  of  the  Royal 
^lilitary  College.  Kingston,  was  won  by  a  Western  Canada  College  boy 
the  year  before  the  war.  In  1920  the  Rhodes  scholar  for  that  year 
from  the  Province  of  Alberta  was  a  Western  Canada  College  boy.  who 
is  now  attending  Oxford  University. 

Many  of  the  old  boys  are  holding  important  positions  in  the  leading- 
business  houses  throughout  Western  Canada.  Perhaps  the  outstanding- 
feature  of  the  work  of  this  College  under  Dr.  ]\Iacrae  has  been  the  high 
standard  of  the  courtesy,  honour  and  manliness  maintained  among  the 
boys. 
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Dr.  Macrae  will  continue  the  g'eneral  policy  of  the  University  Mili- 
tary, and  will  see  that  the  same  success  attends  the  School  as  heretofore. 

To  this  end  he  will  associate  with  him  the  ])resent  statif  of  s^raduates 
trained  in  the  most  modern  methods,  who  are  specialists  in  their 
])articular  subjects.  It  is  expected  that  Dr.  Macrae  will  come  to  Victoria 
in  the  earl_\'  part  ot  July.

SAY  YOU  SAW  IT  IN  "BLACK  AND  RED" 


GLAMIS   CASTLE 

Glaniis  Castle,  the  home  of  Her  Royal  Highness  the  Duchess  of 
York,  nee  Elizabeth  Bowes-Lyon,  daughter  of  the  Earl  and  Countess 
of  Strathmore,  is  a  "lordly  pleasure  house,"  a  time-honoured  seat  in  the 
midst  of  valle}'.  moor  and  glen,  lying-  a  few  miles  to  the  north  of  Dundee 
in  Forfarshire.  Nor  does  its  site  lack  present-day  literary  associations, 
for  close  by  is  the  little  village  of  Kirriemuir,  which  Barrie  has  immor- 
talized in  the  '"Thrums"  of  his  novels.  Standing  amid  the  grandeur  of 
the  Grampians,  the  castle  itself  is  in  the  Scottish  Baronial  style,  }'et 
not  altogether,  for  in  places  there  are  architectural  evidences  of  the  less 
rugged  French  chateau.  A  minute  picture  can  hardly  be  given  in 
words,  but  in  general  the  building  is  composed  of  two  wings  and  a 
seven-storied  tower,  the  entrance  of  which  is  surmounted  by  a  sculpture 
of  the  Royal  Arms  of  Scotland,  entwined  with  the  Fleur-de-Lys.  the 
Thistle  and  the  Rose. 

Tradition  states  that  in  one  of  the  bedrooms,  which  occupy  the 
u])per  floor  of  a  quadrangle,  Malcolm  II.  died  in  1033,  wdiile  another  is 
said  to  be  the  scene  of  the  murder  of  Duncan  and  the  sleep-w^alking 
act  of  Lady  Macbeth.  This  last  legend  Shakespeare  has  kept  alive  in 
his  immortal  tragedy,  'Alacbeth,"  the  Thane  of  Glamis,  wdio  occupied 
this  now  historic  pile  in  the  eleventh  century.  Again  tourists  and 
visitors  are  always  shown  the  room  in  which  Sir  Walter  Scott  slept 
w  hen  a  young  man,  and  also  that  wdiich  Defoe  occupied  during  a  week- 
end stay  at  the  Castle.  Defoe,  although  recording  nothing  about  the 
ghost  story,  declared  that  "the  palace  strikes  yoti  with  awe  and  admira- 
tion," but  Scott  in  his  "Demonology  and  Witchcraft,"  somew-hat  startles 
us  with  a  grisly  account  of  his  experiences  at   Glamis. 

The  marriage  of  Lady  lUizabeth  Bowes-Lyon  to  the  Duke  of  York 
has  revived  the  interest  in  this  house  of  mystery.  There  are  many 
versions  of  the  legend,  but  no  one  more  reliable  than  another,  and  to 
scoff  would  indeed  be  harsh,  as  it  is  not  a  graceful  thing  to  rudely 
dispel  a   time-worn   tradition. 

The  one  version  most  generally  accepted  is  that,  in  far  remote  days, 
the  Earl  and  Countess  of  Strathmore  were  "blessed"  with  a  son,  wdio 
was  half  maniac  and  half  monster.  In  those  days,  on  the  receipt  of 
such  a  "blessing,"  it  was  the  custom  to  quietly  drop  the  unwelcome 
gift  m  a  convenient  bucket  of  water,  but  the  fond  parents  in  this  case, 
mstead  of  following  the  accepted  custom,  allowed  the  child  to  live.  Yet 
not  at  their  side,  for  they  felt  that  such  a  visitation  ought  to  be  hushed 
up,  and  this  they  effected  by  hiding  him  in  a  room,  which  no  one  w^as 
allowed  to  visit.  Contrary  to  expectations,  the  "monster"  thrived  on 
solitary  confinement  and  scant  nourishment,  and  the  story  goes  that  he 
lived  to  a  ripe  old  age  and  is  still  living,  ]:)ining  away  within  the  secret 
chamber. 

It  is  positively  asserted  that  the  dreadful  secret  is  shared  by  only 
three  people  at  a  time — the  reigning  head  of  the  family,  the  eldest  son, 
wdio  learns  the  secret  at  twenty-one  only  after  solemnly  swearing  not  to 
divulge  it  except  to  his  son,  and  lastly  the  estate  steward. 

Another  stcn-y,  which  is  offered  to  the  curious,  is  that  the  incar- 
cerated monster  is  one  Alexander,  fourth  Earl  of  Crawford,  who,  since 
he  was  born  in  the  fifteenth  century,  must  now  be  approaching  a  good 
old  age.  The  reason  of  his  long  imprisonment  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
he  swore  "to  play  dice  with  the  Devil  until  the  Day  of  Judgment,"  where- 
upon he  was  condemned  to  perpetual  imprisonment.      Still  we  have  to 
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dispel  this  crusted   lei^end,   for  the  l)est   uuthurities   state   that   our   here 
of  this  stor\'  died  peacefully  enoui^h  in   1454. 

Now,  human  curiosit}'  has  heen  the  im]:)etus  cjf  many  attemj^ts  tt) 
])rohe  the  m\ster\-,  but  none  is  so  interesting-  as  the  attemi)t  made  by 
a  certain  Countess  of  Strathmore.  This  is  a  popular  story  but  (piite 
unsupported,  by  the  way.  One  da}-  the  Ivarl.  being-  rather  bored  with 
staying-  indoors,  absented  himself  tempt)rarily,  probably  on  a  visit  to 
the  skittle-alley,  although  he  didn't  tell  his  good  lady  so,  secure  in  the 
thought  that  his  absence  would  not  1)6  observed  owing  to  the  intense 
interest  that  the  Countess  was  displaying  in  that  week's  issue  of  "Home 
Novels."  However,  on  this  occasion,  glad  to  see  her  lesser  half  taking 
the  air,  the  Countess  visited  every  room  in  the  Castle  and  hung  a  towel 
irom  each  window  of  the  rooms  she  visited.  Thereupon  she  went 
outside  and  surveyed  her  handiwork,  but  there  was  one  window  aloft 
in  a  turret,  from  which  no  towel  was  suspended.  Congratulating  her- 
self on  the  success  of  her  enterprise,  she  returned  to  discover  the  secret 
chamber,  but  was  interrupted  by  her  good  lord,  who,  I  presume,  had 
had  little  luck  in  the  alley.

WHISKY  ISLAND 


Gordon  Jackson  sat  at  his  desk  arranging  his  mail ;  he  was  the 
head  of  the  U.S.  Government  Department  which  confines  its  attention 
to  the  frustration  of  the  rum-runners  operating  from  Vancouver.  B.C. 
He  had  just  received  news  from  his  agents  to  the  effect  that  a  large 
launch  had  left  Vancouver  and  was  steaming  through  the  islands  in 
the  Gulf  of  Georgia  in  the  direction  of  Puget  Sound. 

Jackson  rang  a  bell,  and  upon  the  arrival  of  his  secretary,  he  gave 
the  following  directions:  "Tell  Bowman  to  have  the  'Oriole'  under 
steam  in  an  "hour  and  have  her  waiting  at  Taggart's  Wharf;  also  send 
Lawrence  here  at  once."  When  his  secretary  had  quitted  the  room,  he 
took  down  a  map  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia  from  the  wall,  spread  it  upon 
his  desk  and  studied  it  intently.  Then  he  marked  several  places  on 
the  map  with  red  crosses  and  traced  two  thin  lines  among  the  islands 
of  the  Gulf.

"A  TRIP   TO   THE   ORIENT" 

For  the  new  travellers  to  the  Orient  the  warious  cities  present  many 
and  \aried  scenes.  To  descrihe  such  a  journey  it  is  best  to  start  from 
the  port  of  departure  for  the  Orient,  i.e..  \'ancouver.  B.  C. 

The  Empresses,  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  regularly  leave 
that  port  for  Japan  and  China.  For  the  first  two  or  three  days  most 
of  the  passengers  remain  on  deck  and  are  regularl}'  in  the  dining  saloon. 
But  once  out  on  the  Pacific,  when  the  big  swells  and  rollers  come  sweep- 
ing along,  a  good  many  of  the  ])assengers  have  to  find  comfort  in  their 
cabins.  There  are  usuall}'  several  concerts  on  board  beft)re  the  liner 
reaches  Yokohama,  the  first  port  of  arrival  of  Japan.  If  the  weather 
is  good  there  are  many  games  held  on  deck,  one  of  the  most  interesting 
of  which  being  "shuffleboard."  It  is  certainly  not  a  complicated  game, 
but  the  rolling  of  the  vessel  makes  it  quite  difficult  for  the  novice  to 
get  the  discs  into  the  api)ropriate  numbers.  Members  of  the  crew, 
ho\\e\er.  will  show  you  that  they  at  least  are  adepts  at  the  game. 

As  the  Japanese  authorities  are  \ery  strict  as  to  who  lands  on  their 
shores,  one  must  be  provided  with  a  ])assp()rt  to  ])e  able  to  land  on 
Japanese  territory.  The  passports  are  usually  applied  for  at  the  Im- 
perial Japanese  Consulate  in  \'ancouver.  Upon  arrival  at  Yokohama 
the  first  to  board  are  the  (|uarantine  doctors,  when  the  passengers  are 
all  examined  for  any  contagious  diseases,  as  are  all  the  crew.  After  the 
test  has  l^een  successfully  passed,  the  vessel  steams  on  slowly  to  her 
anchorage.  Then  swarms  of  "sampans"  come  alongside  for  fares,  the 
hotels  usually  sending  their  private  sampans. 

Sometimes  the  Empress  goes  right  alongside  the  wharf,  but  only 
when  her  captain  knows  that  the  tide  is  high  enough  and  will  not  fall 
too  much  during  his  vessel's  stay  there.  The  next  port  of  call  is  Kobe, 
where  again  the  sampans  swarm  around  the  vessel.  There  is  nothing- 
very  interesting  in  Kol)e.  but  most  of  the  passengers  go  ashore  to  have 
tea.  Of  course,  anvone  will  tell  }<iu  to  go  to  the  Oriental  Hotel  on 
the  Bund. 

After  the  departure  from  Kobe  the  vessel  steams  through  the 
picturesque  Inland  Sea.  The  mountains  rise  on  both  sides  and  at 
sunset  they  present  a  wonderful  sight.  There  are  numerous  fishing- 
villages  along  the  route  and  many  fishing  boats  are  passed.  Once  we 
passed  a  liner  of  the  Nippon  Yusen  Kaisha  line  bound  for  Kobe  on  her 
way  to  San  Francisco.  Early  next  morning  we  were  at  anchor  in 
Nagasaki  Harbour,  which  is  a  very  fine  one.  It  is  enclosed  1)}'  towering- 
mountains  and  the  outlet  is  through  a  sort  of  gateway  about  two  miles 
across.  There  are  two  islands  just  outside  the  mouth  of  the  harbour, 
where  the  European  residents  usually  go  to  bathe.  One  is  called 
"Takaboko"  and  the  other  "Nezumi  Jima,"  which  means  "Rat  Island." 
Here  the  Japanese  usually  come  to  bathe. 

From  Nagasaki  it  takes  thirty-six  hours  to  reach  Shanghai,  which 
is  one  of  the  finest  ports  of  the  Orient.  The  large  liners,  however, 
cannot  go  right  u])  to  the  city,  as  it  lies  fourteen  miles  u])  the  river  and 
there  is  not  enough  water  to  float  them  over  the  bar.      They  therefore 
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come  to  anchor  at  "Woosung,"  which  is  at  the  mouth  of  the  Yangtse 
River,  or  as  it  is  more  often  called  by  the  residents,  the  "Whangpoo." 

The  sights  in  Shanghai  are  very  interesting  and  bizarre  for  the 
newcomer.  A  visit  to  what  is  known  as  the  "Native  City"  is  well  worth 
the  trouble,  l)ut  a  guide  is  certainly  very  necessary  unless  you  are  with 
friends  who  know  the  ins  and  outs.  There  are  many  different  kinds 
of  stores  there — bird  shops,  ivory  shops,  and  even  proper  aquariums 
where  all  manner  of  fish  may  be  purchased.  One  very  interesting  bird 
is  the  "mvnah"  bird,  which  looks  like  a  blackbird,  but  which  can  talk 
l)etter  than  any  parrot. 

From  Shanghai  the  Empress  liners  proceed  to  Hong  Kong,  which 
is  under  British  rule  and  is  the  base  of  the  British  Pacific  Fleet.  The 
Empress  docks  at  Kowloon  at  the  Jardine-Matheson  dock,  whence  a 
ferry  runs  to  the  island  of  Victoria  on  which  Hong  Kong  is  situated, 
the  crossing  taking  about  eight  minutes.  Kowloon  itself  is  on  the 
mainland.  The  journey  ends  here,  although  some  time  ago  the  vessels 
used  to  go  on  to  Manila  in  the  Phillipine  Islands.  The  whole  trip  is 
certainly  very  expensive,  l)ut  well  worth  the  expenditure  for  one  who 
does  not  grudge  monev.  K.  M.  PATE. 
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
